DAY SUMMER SESSION IN GEOGRAPHY, 1966. 


The Geography Department of Sir George Williams University 
is pleased to announce that, for the third consecutive year, it 
will hold a Day Summer Session from June 28 to August 9 inclusive. 
The session is planned to meet the needs of teachers, students 
majoring in Geography and students proceeding to graduate work who 
wish to continue their studies during the summer "holiday" period. 


This year a programme of seven full courses and two half 
courses will be offered. Lectures are given five days per week 
for the whole period. Field trips will be arranged on a number 
of Fridays and Saturdays and these trips are viewed as a necessary 
part of the instruction for every student registered in the session. 
In addition, there will be a number of lunch-time meetings where 
staff and guest speakers will outline some of the current research 
being done in the field of Geography. 


Mr. J.W. Young has accepted the responsibility of directing 
the Special Summer Session. This year we will be very fortunate 
to have as guest lecturers Dr. B. Zaborski, Head, Institute of 
Geography, University of Ottawa, Mr. R.E. Pearson, Lecturer, 
Memorial University, Newfoundland and Mr. A.E. Wilson, Lecturer, 
Protestant School Board of Greater Montreal. 


All those eligible to attend the regular evening courses at 
Sir George Williams University may register in this Day Summer 
Session and take a maximum of two full courses (or one full and 
two half courses) up to a total of two credits. Day students will 
be allowed to register for up to two full courses if they possess 
an overall "C" level average. Day students who cannot meet this

regulation mist submit a petition to faculty council in order to 
obtain permission. 


Those who wish to register in the Day Summer Session must 
return their application form with their deposit of $25.00 per 
course (full or half), prior to June lst. The fees for enroll- 
ment are $100.00 for a full course and $50.00 for a half course.
